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A Wonderful Well. 
There is not far from Fennimore, W is., 
a peculiar well, which at present is but 
little known. 
It is about eighty feet 
deep, tho lower forty feet of which is 
drilled. About twenty feet from the sur­ 
face there enters a crevice, out of which 
rushes a current of air, with a force so 
great as to be easily felt at the top of tho 
well; and a temperature so low as to 
freeze a small vein of water where it en­ 
ters the well, about ten feet alK>ve tho 
crevice. 
The first forty feet of the well 
is through a shaly sandstone so soft that 
it requires cribbing nearly tho whole 
depth. 
Lower down, where it is drilled, 
thoro is a stratum of very hard rock 
several feet in thickness.

again the rock is soft. The well is located 
on tho sido of a steep sandstone ridge 
from which tho crevice comes in.

northwest, passed over the country, and 
disappeared in the northeast. 
Instances 
may hi* cited ot a storm, traced from its 
appearance iii tile western part of this 
country, thence moving * aftward over 
the Gulf of St. Lawrence, thence north­ 
eastward across the southern portion of 
Greenland, thence southeastward over 
Iceland and Scotland, aud thence east- 
warti over the North Sea, disappearing 
in Central Europe. Another, whose track 
w as based upon reports from China and 
Japan, logs of vessels in the North Pa­ 
cific ami i <qn>rts from Unalaska, was 
found to Ii ..vc made its appearance iii 
Southern (Tina, moving northeastward 
over tho China Sea, thence over the 
Japan sea ami Japan, and thence pur­ 
suing ail easterly course to the western 
coast of North America, where it gath­ 
ered renewed energy, and its subsequent 
passage over this country was recorded 
by our own unequaled Weather Service.

Our guide next took us to the moat 
interesting sight of Canton, the court oil 
justice. H3’ leaving a small fee with the 
gatekeeper we were allowed to enter. 
I ii an outside alley there were huddled 
together tifteen or twenty prisoners, 
whose clothing Cf insisted largely of 
chains about the necks, ankles and 
wrists, waiting to be summoned to the 
hall of torture. 
We proceeded to the 
main court-room, which was an open 
space about thirty by sixty feet, paved 
with brick; at one end, under a sort of 
veranda, w ere placed-four square tables. 
at which four judges presently came in 
and seaUxt themselves. 
The prisoners 
were then all led in and allowed to sit 
down upon the bricks at the side and 
rear of the open court, which looked 
hke a small hack yard of a private resi­ 
dence in a crowded city.

were decorated with all sorts of instru­ 
ments for dogging and torture.

were pirates, 
murderers, 
til ie yes, and one obi woman, a kidrxip-

Four were then called at a time, 
one before each Judge, and the busi­ 
ness was dispatched without lawyer or 
jury.

The homo of Al is* Marion Foster is la 
Minerva, Ohio, a little town iu the

She has not since been able to walk.
